The recent enormous accession of orders from South 
America, the Cape, arid India, have placed the mills 
in an absolutely independent position. Their output 
has been sold for the remainder of the present year 
and the first quarter of 1906. 








Nature HAS laid down certain immutable laws, 
which some people turn to good advantage, and others 
of an unscientific mind attempt to re- 
verse. Great progress has been made in 
the electrical, in the biological, horticul- 
tural and other worlds by accepting cer- 
tain fundamental premises that scientists have discov- 
ered and utilizing them for the purposes of man. Oc- 
casionally we hear of fruitless attempts at reversing 
these laws or of disregarding them in an endeavor to 
improve conditions. 

The retail grocers of the far Western states are 
seemingly determined to transgress nature’s laws in at 
least one respect. They have formed an organization 
which publishes a semi-monthly tract called Actual 
Costs. This circular is being circulated among retail- 
ers throughout the states and its purpose is to publish 
in each issue the actual cost to the wholesale grocer of 
about fifty different commodities. The subscribers, the 
retail grocers, are asked to pay $5.00 a year for this 
service and are assured that by the end of one year’s

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subscription, they will have a complete file of jobbers’ 
costs. 

It is purposed by the publishers of this paper to 
add stability to the trade. Under the new system, the 
manufacturer will find it necessary, it is claimed, to 
fix a price on his goods at which the jobber shall sell 
to the retailer. The manufacturer, being master of 
the situation, will be able to protect his goods against 
the price cutter. It is also expected that jobbers will 
find it desirable to curtail their profit on certain com- 
modities on which they make more than retailers. 

The objections to the scheme involye the fact that 
quotations en groceries constantly change and that job- 
bers’ cost prices for one week may mean retailers’ sell- 
ing prices for the next week. Fluctuations in value 
of thirty or forty cents en a bushel of corn are by no 
means uncommon. Quite often these differences occur 
within the period of one week. Other products show 
similar instability. The list of jobbers’ costs which 
the subscriber to this paper would have at the end of 
the year, would be of no value. Most important of 
all, however, is the fact that market prices are the 
result, not of any rigid system laid down by manufac- 
turers and jobbers and retailers, but of nature’s strin- 
gent law of supply and demand. This law operates 
in all mercantile pursuits and is the ultimate factor in 
determining value. Retail grocers, as well as hard- 
ware dealers and merchants in any other sphere of 
life, realize that goods are not always to be valued ac- 
cording to their cost price. Stoves bought in quanti- 
ties during the summer or the early fall and remaining 
unsold throughout the winter are quite often retailed 
to customers at prices equal to the cost price, leaving 
no marginal profit whatever. The goods that have 
encumbered the shelves of a hardware store for some 
time are parted with at a price far below the cost 
price. On the other hand, an advance in axes, agri- 
cultural implements, wire nails and similar products 
will often bring about advances in the retail price on 
goods which were bought before jobbers’ prices were 
advanced. In this case the retailer’s margin of profit 
is increased, while the original cost of the goods re- 
mains fixed. The publication of this semi-monthly 
sheet is a fruitless attempt to substitute mortal rules 
and regulations for nature’s laws: 








One of the most ridiculous schemes that has come 
to our attention in some time is what is called “‘a pos- 
sible solution of the trust and labor prob- 

A lem.” It is-practiced to-day in England, 
Ridiculous 254 originated in Birmingham. De- 
Scheme.  .-ribed in the most condensed form, the 
scheme is as follows: All manufacturers in some one 
line of production get togethér “and bind themselves 
not to sell below a.certain price. The employes of 
these different manufacturers agree not to work for 
any manufacturer who sells below the established 
price. The manufacturers aré held -by making the 
selling price on every product high enough to give 
them increased profits. The workmen are held to- 
gether by giving them a percentage of that increased 
profit. A vigilant committee is ready to pounce dows 
on any manufacturer that cuts the rates. The founda 
tion principle of the plan is that the manufacturer 
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must not charge less than cost for his goods. The 
scheme has been worked out in the case of bedstead 
manufacturers, and at the present time employes in 
this line are receiving an advance of thirty per cent on 
the wages that were paid to them when the organiza- 
tion was formed, while prices on bedsteads have been 
advanced uniformly by every one of the fifty-two 
manufacturers in the country, all of whom belong to 
the combine. The method is said to be a solution of 
the labor and of the trust problems. Let us see how 
it would effect each one of these questions. 

The originator of the scheme is a middle-aged man, 
self-educated and self-made. As is shown by the 
scheme he originated, he is of a socialistic turn of 
mind. That he is self-educated is also apparent. If 
the scheme is good for one industry, it is good for all, 
and the same arguments that call for its practice in 
one industry must call for its practice in all industries. 
We will suppose that the practice were taken up by all 
employers in their respective lines. All employes 
would receive an advance in wages of thirty per cent. 
The cost of the products produced in these lines would 
be raised thirty per cent or more, otherwise the manu- 
facturers would get a decreased profit, and would 
revert to their old system of independent action. The 
cost of living would be thirty per cent or more higher. 
The gain would be nil for either employes or manu- 
facturers. The standard of living for employes would 
not be raised though the value of a dollar would be 
less. The scheme is a flat and ridiculous failure when 
viewed from this standpoint. 

Let us see how it would work out from the employ- 
er’s end. When a trust is perpetrated on any line of 
industry, advertisements soon announce the fact that 
the cost of production has decreased because the 
products are manufactured in larger quantities. The 
argument is good. Production in immense quantities 
does decrease the cost. A small butcher killing two or 
three hogs a day could not utilize everything except the 
squeal as the enormous Chicago packing concerns are 
said to do. His two or three hogs a day would cost 
him more per capita than the twenty or thirty thousand 
hogs that daily pass through the Union Stock Yards. 
The outcry against American trusts is not because the 
cost of production is increased, because it is acknowl- 
edged universally that the cost is decreased. It is 
claimed by opponents of the trust idea that by combin- 
ing all of the different manufacturing concerns in one 
industry into one manufacturing concern the margin 
of profit for manufacturer can be increased almost 
limitlessly without any consideration to the purchaser. 

It will be noted that the hair-brained enthusiast at 
Birmingham, England, carefully picked out all of the 
evils of the trust policy, as they are revealed to the 
American public, and neglected to garner any of the 
virtues. The scheme mentioned by no means de- 
creases the cost of production, for the advanced wages 
to be paid to the employes would naturally increase it 
about thirty per cent and production would be carried 
on at the several establishments as before the agrec 
ment. The worst evil connected-with trusts and the 
only one of which we are aware, is the ability to fix 
prices arbitrarily. This evil is conserved in the Bir- 
mingham scheme. 
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While the scheme is ridiculous, we believe that it is 
just as futile. All gentlemanly price agreements have 
been comparatively unsuccessful in the past-and ~un- 
doubtedly will be in the future. ‘The parties to the 
combination will not hold to their agreements. "A re- 
duction of twenty-five, cents a ton on pig iron will, 
let us suppose, get an order for fifty thousand ‘tons. 
There are few furnace interests who would refuse to 
listen to the tempter. But our worthy friend at Bir- 
mingham has provided for this contingency. The 
employes are bound not to work for a manufacturer 
who sells below the established price and a_vigilant 
committee pounces upon every employer who cuts the 
rates. Let us suppose an actual instance of how re- 
ductions in rate may be granted in spite of these pre- 
cautionary measures. Faithless Tom & Company, 
Limited, of Birmingham, England, are the manufac- 
turers of bedsteads. They are after the trade of a 
large retailing concern in London. The secretary of 
the manufacturing company, which is a party to an 
agreement of the kind described, in which are in- 
cluded all of the manufacturers in their line, visits the 
London retailer and solicits his patronage. 

“But we are getting good service at present,” de- 
clares the buyer of the retail concern. “The material 
going into the construction of the bedsteads that we 
sell is of the best quality and you certainly cannot 
give us better quotations, as you are a party to the 
agreement.” 

The secretary asks for the opportunity. He is given 
a trial order. He ships the goods at the regular pre- 
scribed quotation. A week after the order has been 
shipped, he again appears at the buyer’s office and 
without saying a word deposits a bunch of greenbacks 
on the buyer’s desk in the form of a rebate. Not a 
word is said; no receipt is given; but the price is 
cut and no one’s the wiser. 

A policy of this kind would either break up the com- 
bination or would so flood a few manufacturing plants 
with orders that they could afford to be satisfied with 
a profit of five instead of twenty per cent and still 
pay their employes a thirty per cent advance in wages.

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I was talking with a yeteran Chicago hardware 
dealer the other day. “No,” he*said, “the department 
stores don’t worry me very much. I can offer equal 
or better prices on most kinds of hardware. People 
usually need hardware in a hurry and they don’t care 
about traveling three miles to get it. ‘Women cus- 
tomers are apt to trade at department stores more than 
men. One woman let the secret out about a year 
ago. She came in the store and asked for a food 
chopper. I showed her a good one and gave her the 
price. About a week later she dropped in again. | 
brought up the food chopper and she said she had 
gotten it at one of the big department stores, men- 
tioning the price. The figure was a trifle higher than 
mine and the chopper exactly the same. ‘But it cost 
you twenty-three cents more,’ I said, ‘besides the car- 
fare and time.’ ‘Yes, I know,’ she replied, ‘but then, 
you know, I like to buy down-town. It’s so much 
more exciting.’ ” 

The novelty of buying in a large store and in a 
large city appeals as much to farmers’ wives as to 
the wives of city inhabitants—perhaps more so. J 
believe that this feeling, this desire to experience the 
novel, is indirectly responsible for almost a fourth 
of the catalogue house trade. The farmer’s wife tires 
of the local business houses. She longs for a change. 
She wants to “dress like city folks,” to heat her house 
like city folks. She writes for a catalogue or reads 
the one sent and this feeling, plus the insistence of 
the catalogue house correspondents, results in the 
order. 

Of course the idea is based upon a fallacy. The 
retail catalogue houses profit by human frailty. But 
the local dealer must circumvent this passion. Dolly 
off the farm should be taught that the latest fashions 
in head dress are to be found at the retail store, not 
in the catalogues of the mail order houses. There 
should be no question but what the local dealer handles 
the very latest in stove construction. The passion 
for the novel may be gratified by the local dealer in 
numerous ways. Window disp!ays, steel range draw- 
ing contests, well conducted newspaper and circular 
advertising, a handsome delivery wagon with uni- 
formed men in charge, and a tandem of horses, a cozy 
corner in the store with files of cosmopolitan news- 
papers, a small stock of the latest gimcracks, etc., etc. 

It is well for the dealer to remember that the im- 
petuous character of the American people continually 
calls for something original. A conservative policy 
may be maintained, but I strongly urge that it in- 
clude such features as will tend to create the impres- 
sion that the world circles around the local store and 
not that the retail catalogue houses lead in progres- 
siveness, with the dealer far in the rear. 

* * * 

A comparatively new method for filing saws is to 
take a cut-off saw, No. 6 or 7, and file it square across 
with the file level. Then start on the back corner of 
the tooth one-third or one-half way down and file it 
to a point on the set side. This gives it a bevel point 
but leaves the face square. Rip saws may be filed in 
the same way, only a little more time is required. This 
method is said to be superior and very effective if the 
timber to be cut is curly or knotty.

ART SAINT CLAIR.

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TRADING STAMP LAWFUL. 








The Supreme Court of California has declared the 
anti-trading stamp law, passed by the legislature last 
winter, unconstitutional and void. 

The opinion of the court was written by Justice 
McFarland. It says: 


We see nothing in such a stamp or coupon which is out 
side of the constitutional rights of citizens to make contracts 
concerning property; nothing which wrongfully interferes 
with the lawful rights of other persons, and nothing which 
the police power can reach as touching the public safety, the 
public health or the public morals. Of course, contracts con- 
taining lotteries, advantages dependent upon chance or any 
kind of gambling scheme, may be regulated or suppressed. 
But a trading coupon has none of these characteristics. It is 
not a lottery; its redemption does not depend upon chance, 
and it has no element of gambling of any kind: Its holder 
selects what goods he wants—he is not compelled to take what 
chance may give him or to get nothing if the throw of the 
dice or the event of some other gambling device shall so de- 
termine. It is, therefore, a contract, which, under the prin- 
ciples above stated, the legislature has no*constitutional power 
to prohibit or to seriously interfere with under the guise of 
regulation; and as the act in question undertakes to do this, 
it is unconstitutional and void. 

Indeed, an ordinary trading stamp or coupon is in sub- 
stance a mere form of allowing discounts on cash payments, 
and its issuance is entirely harmless and within the consti- 
tutional right of contract.

A SPECIAL TOOL. 








The accompanying illustration shows an important 
tool in the estimation of wood workers and amateurs 
who are especially interested in pattern and cabinet 
making. It is some times called a jack board. 





Stanley Chute Board. 
The board is made of cast iron of ribbed construc- 


tion. There is an adjustable runway for the plane. 


The swivel is indexed for cutting a square and a 
miter, but can be fastened with a clamp screw at any 
desired angle between zero and ninety degrees. The 
plane iron is fitted with a lateral adjustment, and a 
cut giving any ordinary draft to a pattern can be made. 
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The sliding back will support the work close to the 
plane, preventing it from splintering. The clamp for 
the’sliding back will hold any shaped work in position 
to be planed. The plane is especially constructed to 
fit the board and the iron is set on a skew making a 
smooth keen cut. The board is japanned, is twenty- 
two inches long and nine inches wide.

STANDARD SIZE CATALOGUES. 





The report of the committee on standard size loose 
leaf catalogues of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ 
Association has been given out for publication. The 
acticn taken is gratifying and should aid materially in 
correcting a long suffered abuse. The report follows: 

After a very careful canvass of our membership, both as 
to the size of catalogues and loose leaf binders they are now 
using and their ideas and wishes as to something more de- 
sirable, if any, we recommend the adoption of the following 
size sheet for the regular printed bound catalogues: 84x11 
inches. For use in Loose Leaf Binders, we recommend the 
adoption of sheet 9%x11. Ordinarily the printing space on 
either sheet -will be the same, the loose leaf sheet being wider 
to permit of its being inserted in the loose leaf binders, the 
necessary margin for binding being greater than in the reg- 
ular bound books.

He has addressed a sec- 
ond circular letter to the members of his association, 
calling for united effort and suggesting an effective 
method. The letter follows; 


Your attention has already been called to the evils which 
will develop in case the proposed efforts upon the part of the 
Catalogue Houses and their cohorts to secure the authoriza- 
tion upon the part of the Postoffice Department for the num- 
bering of Rural Free Delivery Mail Boxes are successful; 
however, the importance of this proposition is so great, that 
we again desire to. call your attention to this matter and to 
suggest ways and means whereby additional opposition may 
be directed against the favorable evidence that the Catalogue 
Houses’ interests are accumulating. 

We first ask your careful consideration of the pamphlet 
enclosed herewith, bearing on this subject, prepared and pub- 
lished in the October Bulletin of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Association. 

Secondly, we request that you furnish each of your sales- 
men with enough copies of this little pamphlet to give one to 
each of his customers. 

Thirdly, please impress upon your salesmen—by a strong 
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letter—the great injury that would result to the retailers, 
the jobbers, as well as to himself, in case the Catalogue 
Houses were enabled to secure the numbering of the rural 
delivery boxes as they are now trying to do. It would un- 
questionably tend to a still greater centralization of business 
among the large mail order houses, to the detriment of both 
jobbers and retailers. The salesmen should know that the 
more the business of the country is transacted through the 
mails the less the field of operation and usefulness of the 
traveling man. The continued progress and development of 
the mail order houses surely and forcibly rings the death- 
knell of the traveling salesmen. 

We also suggest that you also present this matter to your 
customers direct at every opportunity. We can accomplish 
wonders if the trade will co-operate and support our efforts. 
Will you do your share? If so, kindly carry out the sugges- 
tions given above.

LITTLE PROBLEMS. 








BY “OLD HAND.” 

I have noticed in several houses in which the system 
of hot air heating is employed that ample provision 
has not been made for the escape of the cold air. The 
arrangements for sending the hot air up to the rooms 
are complete. It is expected that the hot air coming 
up into the room will force the cold air out. The exit 
is supposed to be through the cracks of the window 
or through some door. Very often the systems of 
heating arranged in this way are found to be ineffi- 
cient. The furnace is blamed and perhaps the system 
of piping. The true cause lies in the fact that in 
order to get warm air in, you must get the cold air 
out. The egress of the cold air must be provided for 
by something more than slipshod methods and is not 
to be left to chance. Efficient heating engineers have 
used the cold air register for many years and most of 
them recognize its value. The fact remains, however, 
that a great many engineers in the smaller towns and 
in the more isolated sections of the country are partial- 
ly or wholly ignorant of the advantages to be derived 
by its use. 

It is a well known fact that cold air is denser than 
hot air and has greater specific gravity than hot air. 
Cold air will displace hot air whenever possible. Hot 
air does not rise; cold air shoves the hot air up. In 
the same way cold air will keep the hot air down in 
the furnace pipes. In a room, the windows of which 
are not open and which is sealed or partially sealed 
in other respects, it is almost always impossible to 
force the hot air up. In one house that I have in 
mind there was a good fire in the furnace and only 
one register was left open. There were no cold air 
registers. Nevertheless, the room with the open regis- 
ter could not be heated. Such a condition of affairs 
can be due to no other cause except faulty construc- 
tion. 

A cold air register may be supplied with every 
room of considerable proportions. This register should 
be of almost the same magnitude as the hot air regis- 
ter. It is a good plan to run a cold air return pipe 
to the furnace, connecting all of the branch cold air 
ducts to the same trunk line. Of course this pipe 
should be entirely separated from the regular cold air 
pipe running from the outside of the house. At least 
one large cold air register is desirable in every house. 

All of these things are generally known, but, strange 
as it may seem, they are not generally regarded. 





PARAGRAPHS. 





Mahlon M. Carr, Jacob S. Baumbaugh, J. W. Skee-

The patented air blast used in the construction of 
the Akron Air Blast furnace, manufactured by May 
& Fiebeger of Akron, Ohio, consists in a two-way div- 
ing flue, made of heavy cast iron. The upper pipes 
admit the air into the gases; the lower pipes into the 
fuel above the ashes. Gases will not burn without oxy- 
gen. An analysis shows that about fifty per cent of 
soft coal is gas. The manufacturers of this air blast 
furnace claim that a large percentage of these gases 
is consumed by their patented air blast feature. 


The Stanton Heater Company of Martins Ferry, 
Ohio, manufacture the Stanton Seamless heater, which 
is designed on different principles from those of most 
furnaces. The cold air enters the furnace at the bot- 
tom and then up around both sides of the furnace and 
out through the top. The products of combustion pass 
through the front flues from front to rear at the bot- 
tom between the radiating sheet and the ash box sides: 
also from the bottom at the rear of the furnace to the 
smoke outlet in the smoke box. Catalogue No. 7 
Series B, describes the furnace graphically with nu- 
merous illustrations. 


The National Heating Appliance Company, lately 
incorporated at Utica, N. Y., have opened a Western 
sales office at room 621 Roanoke Building, 145 La 
Salle street, Chicago. C. A. Read is in charge. Mr. 
Read will look after the sale of the Shoals Fuel-Sav- 
ing Attachment in the Chicago district. F. W. Dowd- 
ing will represent the company in Pennsylvania, Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts, and E. F. Linn will call 
on the heating trade in New York state. D. G. Evans 
has been appointed general sales manager, with head- 
quarters in Utica.

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Principles of Intersection.

HOW TO FIND THE THREE PATTERNS AT TOP OF GABLE, 
GIRTH OF PROFILE A. 

Draw a right section line through the gable, at point 
13, as shown. On this line space the points of division 
numbered on profile A 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-II-12-13. 
Through the points. draw lines perpendicular to the 
right section line, and on those pattern iines space off 
the distances from the right section line in gable to the 
points numbered on the surface of profile D, the 
octagon form and the gable cutting line. You space 
off those distances by drawing lines parallel to the 
right section line which was drawn through gable— 
the lines pass through each point respectively—and 


cross the same numbered line in the pattern sheet 
giving points. Lines traced through the points give 
the patterns for the intersections at the top of the 
gable. The pattern from the points in D is to join the 
square mitre cut from the outstretch of D. When 
joined the angle in plan is a right angle or square in 
plan. 

HOW TO FIND THE OCTAGON MITRE PATTERN E?. 

Space off the points of division, 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9- 
10-II-I2-13, as shown on the profile E, which is placed 
on the right of profile D on the plate. Those points 
are spaced on the vertical line passing through the 
gable as shown. Draw horizontals through the points.

Draw the vertical lines through the points on the line 
O-M in plan. Those lines pass through the points on 
the profile E*, and cross the pattern lines on top of 
the plate. Mark the points where the lines cross. 
Trace lines joining the points on the pattern lines, giv- 
ing the required form of the octagon mitre pattern E?. 
This pattern is the regular octagon mitre for two 
moulds whose bases rest on a horizontal plane, and the 
angle formed by joining the moulds is an angle of 135 
degrees, the octagon angle. To properly understand 
raking mitres the principle is: Consider the inclined 
mould as a stairway; the top of gable is a landing, a 
level surface. A moulding can rest on that level 
surface and join the gable mould, forming a right 
angle, or an octagon angle or any desired angle in 
plan. The mould in the gable must extend to join the 
horizontal mould. Place the intersecting plane in plan 
at the proper angle with the ground line—say 45 de- 
grees for a square mitre, 221% degrees for an octagon, 
30 degrees for a hexagon, and so on. The mitre pat- 
tern for the horizontal mould is just the same as if 
there were no gable mould to join to, because you con- 
sider the landing at top of gable as a new horizontal 
plane. 

The pattern for the gable mould is found by meas- 
uring from a right section line to the points on the 
profile of the horizontal mould. If the cutting line in 
plan is 45 degrees the profile is shown full projection ; 
an octagon cutting line gives an octagon projection. 
You must find the full size of the profile of the hori- 
zontal mould as I have explained in the solutions as E. 


INTERSECTIONS BETWEEN THE GABLE MOULD, PROFILE A, 
AND THE HORIZONTAL RETURN AT BASE OF GABLE, 
PROFILE C-——-ALSO INTERSECTION WITH IN- 

“ CLINED PLANE AT BASE OF GABLE. 


The parellel lines drawn through the points 1-2-3-4- 
5-6-7, profile A, intersect the points on surface of 
profile C in 1-2-3-4-5-6-7. The points 8-9-10-11-12-13, 
profile A, intersect the inclined plane in points 8-9-10- 
II-12-13 as shown at base of gable. These points on 
profile C and on the incline are found in the following 
manner: G-L is the ground line. H-P is the trace 
of the cutting plane in plan. The horizontal lines 
drawn through points on profile B intersect the line 
P-H in points a-b-c-d-e-f-g-h-i-3. Vertical lines drawn 
through the points intersect the lines in gable in points 
as follows: Line drawn through point 3 intersects the 
gable lines in 2 and 3, forming vertical face. Line 
drawn through point 1 intersects the gable line in point 
4. Line drawn through point g intersects gable line in 
point 5. Line drawn through point f intersects gable 
line in point 6. Line drawn through point e intersects 
gable line in point 7, base of ogee. Join points 3-4-5- 
6-7, completing form of ogee mould. The intersection 
of gable lines on the incline has been explained. 

HOW TO FIND THE PATTERN OF THE INTERSECTIONS. 

The pattern lines have been drawn. Draw lines 
perpendicular to pitch of gable through points 1-2-3-4- 
5-6-7 on ogee form, profile C, to intersect the pattern 
lines in points I-2-3-4-5-6-7. Join I to 2, giving bevel 
line in pattern. Draw lines joining the other points, 
giving the ogee form of the pattern. Line 8 in the 
gable terminates on fillet, giving point 8; line 9 ter- 


minates in point 9 in the incline; the other lines ter- - 
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minate in points numbered similarly. Draw the lines 

perpendicular to pitch of gable from the points on the 

incline to intersect the pattern lines in points 8-9-10-II- 

12-13. Lines drawn through the points give the com- 

plete pattern form at intersection of base of gable. 
SQUARE MITRE, FIG. 2. 

The points 7-8-9-10-11-12-13 are spaced on the hori- 
zontal line drawn through points 7-8 at base of ogee. 
Draw perpendicular lines through the points P-H in 
the cutting plane. Draw horizontal lines through the 
points on line P-H to intersect the pattern lines in 
points 13-12-11-10-9-8-7. Space the length of the in- 
clined line at point F. Lines traced through the points 
give pattern as shown at base of gable, F. The pat- 
tern for profile D is found as follows: The points 1-2-3- 
4-5-6-7-8-9-10-I 1-12-13 are spaced on the ground line. 
Draw the vertical lines through the points, cutting line 
H?-P*. Then draw the horizontals through points in 
line H?-P?, crossing the pattern lines in points. Lines 
traced through the points give square mitre return, 
profile D, top of gable. The pattern just found is the 
ordinary square mitre. All the patterns have been 
described that are developed on the paper. 

SUMMARY OF THE PATTERNS. 

Every pattern is an inside and outside mitre. 

Every pattern can be used twice, the mouldings can 
be inverted. 

Every pattern is found by employing cutting planes. 

Square mitre C*, counts 2 inside and outside mitre. 

Square mitre C?*, can be inverted, counts 2, right sec- 
tion cut is a mitre 1. Therefore C* represents five 
mitres as described. 

Gable mitre at top of gable, inside and outside mitre 
2, inverted 2, right section I, octagon intersection top 
of gable. Same enumeration 5 mitres. 

Square return intersection, top of gable. 
enumeration 5 mitres. 

Octagon mitre E?, horizontal mould, top of gable. 
Same enumeration 5 mitres. 

Square mitre, square return D, top of gable. Same 
enumeration 5 mitres. 

Intersection with Mould C at base of gable. 
mitres. 

According to the enumeration so far each mitre can 
be used for four positions. The right section cut is 
counted only once, making 5 positions in all. There- 
fore C?, three mitres at top of gable, octagon mitre E’, 
square mitre D, equal 30 mitres. Intersection with 
Mould C at base of gable equals 4 mitres, making a 
total of 34 so far. I have counted the intersection 
between mouldings, when joined together. Every 
moulding cut by a plane can be regarded as a mould 
intersecting a brick wall. The moulding can be invert- 
ed, as every mitre counts 2, inverted 2 more, or 4 in 
all. You can multiply each of the mitre patterns by 
section of gable mould by plane H-P is the same as 
intersecting a moulding against a brick wall in an 
angular position, and counts 1. K is the section. This 
method of enumeration give a total of 59 patterns de- 
scribed from the plate. 

I will classify the patterns in sheet metal work con- 
struction. 

Square mitre, octagon mitre, 2 square return at base 
of gable. Square return at top of gable, octagon re- 
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turn at top of gable, gable mould cut by inclined plane 
at base, gable mitre, gable mould A joining profile T, 
horizontal mould C joining the angular cut section 
cut K. Gable mould A joining profile B. 

Turn the paper to the right, describing a quadrant. 
In this position Mould A is in a gable, inclined to the 
horizontal at an angle of 60 degrees. A line drawn 
through the wall line of Mould F is the ground line. 
Mould B is a gable section in elevation. The vertical 
plane is-drawn through the base line of Mould F. The 
base of Mould A is cut by inclined planes, as shown. 
So you can see this plate is very instructive. Every 
mechanic ought to have models of sheet metal, using 
mitres obtained from these intersections. The square 
mitre pattern C* will join a square end cut from out- 
stretch of Mould K, and form an octagon angle in 
plan. The principle is: Mould K is an angle section. 
The cutting plane H-P cuts a square end from Mould 
K,as shown in plan. The projection of Mould C is 
taken as a side of a square, and the projection of 
Mould K as the diagonal of a square.

NIAGARA SHEARS FOR OVAL AND OBLONG 
SHAPES. 





The rotary shears shown in the accompanying illus- 
tration put upon the market by the Niagara Machine 
& Tool Works, Buffalo, N. Y., are particularly in- 
tended for cutting oval and oblong shapes of sheet iron 
not to exceed No. 22 gauge. They can be easily op- 
erated and adjusted for work of various sizes and out- 
lines, and they will cut the material without burring 
it. The sheet is clamped between the cam and clamp- 
ing disc, the outside of the cam resting on a support 
with idlers. During the cutting operation the clamp- 
ing arm, which is pivoted at the outer end, swings side-

ways, as required for the shape that, is being cut. 
Each shape necessitates an extra cam. The machine 
will take care of work up to forty inches long, but 
the diameter of the end curves must not be less than 
twelve inches. 

By substituting the circle arm that is used on No. 
13 Niagara ring and circle shears for the oval attach- 
ment, the machine will become suitable for cutting out- 
side circles and holes. The cutting head as a throat 
nine inches deep, and the throat of the circle arm is 
thirty. inches deep. The circle shears will cut circles 
from three and one-half inches to forty-two inches in 
diameter.

Grove will be used by the new company. The plant 
will employ from one hundred and fifty to two hun- 
dred men. The daily capacity in bath tubs alone will 
be about one hundred finished pieces. 


The Asphalt Ready Roofing Company of 130 Water 
St., New York City, have recently placed upon the 
market the Protection Brand Asphalt Ready Roofing, 
which is sold in rolls: These rolls are surfaced with 
gravel or sand before being shipped from the factory. 
A six-inch lap edge is provided to be nailed to the 
roof boards. An overlapping sheet should be ce- 
mented on and after that no nails are required. The 
ability to apply roofing without the use of nails makes 
this brand decidedly popular and durable. This roof- 
ing is manufactured especially for roofs subject to 
gases arising from boilers, locomotives, coke ovens, 
chemicals, etc., although it is just as desirable for 
roofs not susceptible to inroads trom these sources. 
The roofing is readily laid, the work consisting of 
cementing and nailing the joints. The manufacturers 
publish a book of instructions which they will be 
pleased to mail to those mentioning THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN. 


There is an old enameling plant at Portland, Conn., 
that has been used for about thirty years, off and on, 
for the manufacture of tin and enamel ware. Dur- 
ing this period, the plant changed hands several times 
from the time when Boss Tweed and his New York 
allies originally established it. For some years, it 
was conducted by the Ingersoll family, and later was 
managed by the defunct Joseph Scheider. About ten 
years ago Mr. Scheider sold the plant to the National 
Enameling & Stamping Company of Baltimore, Mil- 
waukee, Chicago and elsewhere. Five years ago, the 
latter company closed the plant, distributing the ma- 
chinery in their various other branches. About two 
months ago, they disposed of the plant to New York 
interests and now the New England Enameling Com- 
pany of Middletown, Conn., have leased it, with the 
exception of one building, occupied by the Main Prod- 
uct Company. In the course of a month or so, the 
plant will be in running order, and will have practi- 
cally the same output as the Middletown plant. The 
New England Enameling Company have been ex- 
tremely prosperous since their organization, using 
their establishment both day and night for manufac- 


turing purposes. 
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Trade Report. 


IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 


Prices are stiffening in the local market and last 
week $14.00 for number two, Birmingham, was the 
ruling quotation. In the meantime Northern foundry, 
number two, had risen to $18.50. Steady buying was 
the rule, one large wheel manufacturer having bought 
twelve thousand tons of Lake Superior charcoal and 
nine thousand tons of Malleable Bessemer. A Michi- 
gan machinery firm bought about twelve thousand tons 
of different kinds of northern and southern irons. In- 
quiries ranging from twelve thousand tons downward 
for basic charcoal and malleable irons principally, are 
pending. The leading Virginia interests in number 
two foundry withdrew from the market for the first 
half of next year and greatly increased the strength 
of the product in that state. The Chesapeake & Ohio 
threatened to advance rates twenty cents a ton on pig 
iron beginning November Ist, but the action has been 
postponed to the first of the new year. 


Forty thousand tons of standard steel rails were 
bought during the week under review by western 
and southwestern roads. These orders were booked 
by the local mill and were supplementary tonnages to 
those sent in earlier in the year. The demand for light 
rails and track supplies is heavy. The total tonnage 
taken during the past month by the local interest is 
about fifty per cent in excess of its output. 

The last week showed a reaction in the sheet mar- 
ket, the demand slackening considerably and quota- 
tions becoming more ragged than for several weeks. 
$2.20, Pittsburgh, for number twenty-eight gauge is 
not uncommon. Some mills decline to sell at what 
they consider below-cost prices, but as a general rule, 
buyers have no difficulty in obtaining great conces- 
sions. 

W. P. Rainey Coke Company has closed a contract 
with the United States Steel Corporation to deliver its 
entire output to the latter company for the first six 
months of 1906. This practically puts the corporation 
in control of standard Connellsville coke, preventing 
most of it from reaching the open market. This act 
is regarded by furnace interests as a bit of retaliation 
on the part of the Corporation against furnaces that 
refused to reduce their quotations on Corporation or- 
ders. The Steel Corporation has bought altogether 
during the last year about three hundred thousand 
tons of pig iron. Prices a month ago were not re- 
duced below the $16.00 basis by the furnaces in spite 
of the demand by the Steel Corporation that favorit- 
ism be shown. The latter company will now com- 
mand the price on coke and will be able to raise or 
lower prices for furnace interests in retaliation. 





PIG IRON. 


Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 


The market has seen a drawing closer of all the lines 
in and around the iron market with the consequent empha- 
sizing of some points. The available supply of iron for de- 


livery prior to July 1st, 1906, has been greatly reduced; fur- 
naces, as their order books get in satisfactory shape, withdraw 
from the market and serious inroads are being made on fur- 
nace stocks, through the increasing demands for early ship- 
ment, in spite of increased production reported to be going 
on at the rate of at least 26,000,000 tons per annum. 


Buyers everywhere show an eager desire to purchase as 
far ahead as the furnaces will offer. In most cases they 
are willing to buy far beyond the period agreeable to the 
furnaces. 


Most often with a market such as has prevailed for the 
last month it has been repeatedly claimed and proven that 
actual consumption was not proceeding at anything like the 
rate that the volume of buying would indicate. At the pres- 
ent time it is conceded that true consumption is proceeding 
nearer that amount which experts figure is justified by the 
volume of buying, than ever before. To this is mainly due 
the stability, strength and freedom from generally discour- 
aging features of the present movement. 


In order that the reader of these reports might under- 
stand one of the underlying reasons for this state of affairs, 
we have frequently mentioned the tremendous business being 
contracted for in the leading lines of iron consumption. This 
can now be pointed to as bearing out the foregoing state- 
ments. 

The sharp demand for Bessemer evidenced in all markets 
last week was due to the influence of the Steel Corporation 
option on 100,000 tons for November and December, and cul- 
minated in their finally closing on the basis of $16.50. This 
makes approximately 700,000 tons bought during the year, 
over and above their own capacity. Even before. the pur- 
chase was closed, makers had gone on record for $17.00 and 
$17.50 furnace for Bessemer iron and the available supply 
for 1905, short as it is, will now be held at high figures. 

A feature of the local trade has been the strong demand 
for Malleable; orders booked and iron under offer will foot 
up a good tonnage. Eastern and Virginia Basic are sought, 
as is also low phosphorus. The latter is scarce and the price 
high. The steady demand for foundry and mill iron continues. 
Southern iron has advanced rationally to a strong basis of 
$14.00 Birmingham, with a number of Southern interests 
out of the market. In the North some of the larger buyers 
are again in the market after having only recently purchased. 

An imposing list could be made of the tonnage of struc- 
tural, bridge and other steel, as well as rails, which continues 
to be placed. 

There are a number of contracts for furnace coke still 
pending, as well as several important contracts for foundry 
coke for 1906 delivery. Prices are firm with advancing tend- 
ency, and a number of the largest producers continue stead- 
fastly out of the market. 

Railroad transportation of heavy freight is in most seri- 
ous shape. With the activity in all manufacturing lines and 
the crop demands, this is not as surprising as is the manifest 
unpreparedness of the railroads after having experienced 
similar occasions so frequently in the immediate past. It is 
estimated that the amount of freight offering now is forty 
per cent greater, while railroad facilities are only fifteen per 
cent greater as compared with one year ago. 





_ Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly 
report: 

Buyers waited a few days to catch their breath when 
the price of No. 2 was put to $14.00, f. o. b. Birmingham. 
Then they started in again for the little lots there were ob- 
tainable. The main fact in the market is the heavy buying 
at top prices for far ahead delivery. Several times it has 
seemed as if the absorbing quality of the trade had been 
exhausted, and that necessarily things would be quieter from 
the fact that every one had bought all the iron that could 























be used. But this has not been the case. Consumers are 
using iron at a faster rate than they anticipated, and they 
are getting so much more business on their books that they 
are contracting for forward deliveries heavier tonnages than 
seemed possible sixty days ago. An unparalleled consump- 
tion of pig iron is the secret of the strength of the market. 
There is no speculative boom about iron just now. To tell 
the truth, many producers would prefer to see prices stay 
safely fixed at a lower level; but they really have no influence 
on a market as broad and vigorous as is the case to-day. 
The buyers are making the market, and their wants are so 
great that no power on earth could keep prices down. So 
whether the furnacemen would like to see $12.00 or $13.00 
iron does not matter. The laws of supply and demand as 
usual are the things with which to reckon. But it is to be 
noted as a remarkable fact that the producers in the excite- 
ment of the last ninety days have kept their heads. It might 
have been possible to have put prices up several dollars per 
ton higher than they are now. In fact, with the way things 
weré managed some years ago there is no question but that 
this buying movement would have meant $16.00 or $17.00 
pig iron. The conservative forces in control of the market 
have really been able to keep the boomers and the specula- 
tors in check. 

The week has seen a vigorous inquiry, and a considerable 
tonnage of iron has been booked by large consumers for 
delivery over the second quarter of next year. One machin- 
ery manufacturing concern purchased 13,000 tons. There is 
quite a call for spot shipments of all kinds of iron, but the 
great bulk of the demand is for deliveries through the second 
quarter, while every now and then a buyer will ask for prices 
through all of 1906. 


SHEETS. 
John McVoy & Company, Chicago, report as fol- 
lows: 

Market conditions are improving and the prospects are 
very bright for an advance on galvanized and black sheets 
and possibly tinplate. If it were not that it is so late in the 
year there is no doubt but an advance would take place im- 
mediately. As it is, an advance may be looked for almost 
any time during the present month. 

We quote prices as follows:

CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 

A decrease in new business on wire products is 
looked for during the first three weeks of November, 
after which it is expected that marked activity will be 
resumed. Prices on almost all wire products are firm 
and in some lines notably, wire nails and smooth fence 
wire, many mills have sold their output till the end of 
the year. 

General hardware continues to meet a ready market 
in spite of the lateness of the season. There is an 
especially heavy demand for all of the higher grades 
of enamel and tinware. The cheap products in these 
lines are not so much in evidence, a fact which would 
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indicate that the heavy business is coming from those 
who are not in actual need of these products. In this 
and in other ways, the situation when analyzed, seems 
to indicate that farmers and other consumers are well 
supplied with the coin of the realm and are not dis- 
posed to put up with worn or damaged hardware 
products. The leading jobbers in the East and West 
report that their sales during October were equal to 
or higher than the sales during August and Septem- 
ber. It will be remembered that both of these months 
showed better records than the corresponding months 
of 1904. The demand for cutlery, for sleds, sleigh 
bells, horse blankets and similar winter specialties is 
very heavy. There is also a heavy demand for wagon 
and implement hardware. 

Carnauba wax has again advanced, and No. 3 North 
Country, subject to cable confirmation, is 32c per lb., 
ex. dock New York, for prompt shipment from Ham- 
burg. 

Manufacturers’ prices on stamped pieced japanned 
and galvanized ware are slightly ragged, owing to a 
discontinuation of the attempt by producers to regulate 
the market. There is no serious demoralization, but a 
decided tendency toward independent effort. Heavy 
hammers, sledges, etc., are stronger, and the manu- 
facturers seem to have gotten the situation well under 
control. Prices on linseed oil have been reduced three 
cents per gallon within the last week. Spirits of tur- 
pentine have advanced. The market on window glass 
is weak and the demand slight. It is reported. that 
The American Glass Company is making price con- 
cessions. 


METALS. 

Orders for delivery of electrolytic copper during 
January, February and March of next year on a basis 
of 16%c are being made. Few contracts are being 
made for delivered during the remainder of the pres- 
ent, owing to the scarcity of existing supplies. On the 
few tonnages that are being sold, a price of 16%c for 
small lots is being asked and given. Lake copper is 
well maintained at 17c and casting grades at 1634c. 

It is stated officially that the shipments of pig tin 
from the Straits to this country, London and conti- 
nental Europe during the entire month of October, 
amounted to three thousand nine hundred tons with 
more than five thousand tons during the correspond- 
ing period of last year. London pig tin operators 
continued their buying operations on a heavier scale, 
when this news was published, and another sharp ad- 
vance was brought about. In New York prices were 
raised about fifteen points from 33c to 33.15c. At the 
higher prices, some small orders were booked. 

The demand for tin plates has increased and prices 
are now well maintained. London prices were ad- 
vanced, but are now steady on a basis of 13s, f. o. b. 
Swansea. 

Supplies of spot electrolytic lead are scarce and only 
a few small lots could be obtained at from 5.20c to 
5.40c. Ordinary brands of soft Missouri lead are held 
at 15.15c in St. Louis. Quotations made by the Ameri- 
can Smelting & Refining Company on nearby ship- 
ments from the mines in lots of fifty tons and over are 
4.80c for desilvered and 4.90c for corroding, at 
Chicago,
